Were she 
transferred to another post, 
her race could possibly be 
a problem, but that’s 
something “I'll have to 
confront_at that time, and 
I'm__not..going to worry 
about it now,” she told The 
Dispatch.

That Feterson should 
feel he owns a pice of the 
‘rock’ is not unusual since 
he played a key role as a 
storekeeper aboard the 
Stump in making the ‘rock’ 
solid and is continuing to 
help keep it that way. 

There are as many as 
18,000 different items, in- 
cluding repair parts and 
consumables, which. may 
be needed at various times 
to: operate the Stump, ac- 
cording to Peterson. 

Doing a job comparable 
to a purchasing agent of a 
small- company, Peterson 
had to order and stock 
thousands of items before 
the Stump went to sea for 
the first time. 

: Right now, I’m ordering 
storekeeper,” Peterson 
said. “| have to help order, 
stock and account for all 
those items. Requests for

The Stump’s 
computerized ‘tactical data 
system provides a display 
of other ships and aircraft 
in the area. Its main 
propulsion system can be 
operated directly from the 
pilothouse or other loca- 
tions as well as in the 
engine rooms. 

The Stump and the other 
Spruance-class destroyers 
are the U.S. Navy's first 
major combatant ships to 
be. powered by gas turbine 
engines. Similar in design 
to those used on aircrafts, 
‘these éngines enable the 
ship to get underway and 
change speeds rapidly and 
maintain _high-erformance 
operations for several days 
without logistic support. 
~ It is the second ship 
which Peterson has served 
aboard during his. seven- 
year Navy career.

In May of this year, we will be cele- 
brating the 25th Anniversary, or the- 
Silver Anniversary, if you will, of the 
celebrated United States Supreme 
Court Decision in Brown vs The 
Board of Education. 


Do Blacks really have anything to, 
“celebrate”? Dr. King and his noble 
concepts of equal justice, equal 
Opportunity, equal treatment of 
Blacks in all segments of our society 
and his dream of a world moving 
towards total peace with non- 
violence all seem to be shattered. A 
great life that came into being 50 
"years ago, has been laid to rest. We 


have little to celebrate. We have much ~ 


to do. " 
As we look at Brown vs The Board 


of Education, after 25 years, we see 
black children’ and white children 
farther apart than they. were in 1954. 
In fact, in Pasadena, California, the 
courts have, in effect, reversed Brown 
vs The Board of Education. Not by 
legal.. opinion or paper decree, but by 
the facts of life. In reality, the Courts 
have said, in the Pasadena case, 
because 80% or more of the children 
in the Pasadena School System are 
black, it is impossible to bring about 
integration and that there is no need 
to carry on a comprehensive busing 
plan any longer.

social action, has turned inward and 
expresses itself in frustrated acts of 
violence. 

A way must be found to organize 


. this frustration through a program of 


action which describes the historical 
roots of the conditions which cutren- 
tly oppress black people. Almost 
every piece of affirmative action 
legisiaton provided in the 1964 Civil 
Rights Act which has become before 
the courts, the Congress, and the 
American people has been 


- repudiated in spirit if not in fact. 


Tax-cuts serve the interests of the 
affluent. A national urban policy, 
welfare reform, and a decent and af- 
fordable health plan for all 
Americans: stagger under the weight 
of white resentment or are killed by 
an -indifferent political system at- 
tuned to the new conservatism.

This new conservatism, revealing

Rhodes A Lame Duck...But 


ames A. Rhodes became a lame duck 
jamasiae the the very second his official swearing in 
for a fourth four year term ended at his Jan. 8 
inauguration. The State Consitution prohibits 
him from running for reelection in 1982. 
The 69 year old Chief executive, however, is not 
expected to rest on his laurels during the final 


four years of his term. Even if he wanted to slow 


down and ride out the remaining days of his term, 
his enormous energy, would not allow him, those 
who have closely observed his public office oper- 
ation for many years, say. 

Rhodes, they say, is an inveterate workaholic 
and to loaf the days away would be incompatible 
with his established ways of life. Consequently, 
you can look for Rhodes to vigorously continue a 
role he dearly loves, politicking from sun up until 
ong after it has set behind the pale Western skies. 
Whether he is the guest of a powerful business 
groups in the state’s urban cities, or an invitation 
from a handful of srnall town people with nothing 
to. offer but goodwill, it's safe to wager that James 
Allen Rhodes will be there. 

When he turns the governor's office over to his 
successor in 1982, he will leave behind him an 
oversize pair of shoes for the next governor to 
wear. And while Rhodes may not go down in his- 
tory as the state’s greatest governor, there's no 
doubt-in our mind that historians will recognize 
him as having been second to none in the area of 
unabashed showmanship. 

Rhodes, at his recent inauguration, eloquently 
dramatized-his-knack-for-showmanship when he 
mounted the podium facing the All-Ohio Youth 
Choir, lifted the director's baton, and conducted 
the choir in singing the “Battle Hym of the Repub- 
lic” as a finale to his inauguration ceremonies. 

It may-be-recalled-that Rhodes performed this 
same piece of showmanship with this same sing- 
ing group in a political television commercial dur- 
ing his campaign last fall. And although a lame 
duck governor, don’ be surprised to see him 
fronting these young singers at each of the four 
Ohio State Fairs to be held Goring his last four 
years in office. 

In the meantime, members of the|recently con- 
vened 113th Ohio General Assembly have 
already started dumping stacks of bills into the 


. legislative hopper. Of the more than 150 bills 


introduced in the Ohio House there is one which 
is_virtually certain_to-encounter opposition 
from lawyers specializing in practice e before the 
State Industrial Commission. 

Under H.B. 73, sponsored by Rep. Ike Thomp- 
son and John Thompson uJr., both of Cleveland, 
attorneys representing a client before the com- 
mission could not receive more than 20 percent of 
the difference between the amount originally . 
awarded to a claimant by the commission and the 
amount awarded on an appeal. This would be in

IRS Under Fire 


The Internal Revenue Service has come under heavy 
fire in the past several months. The reason? Its new 
regulations barring tax exempt Status to the notorious 

“seg academies.” 

Those are schools that were set up after local public 
school desegregation took effect. White parents who 
vowed their kids would “never” go to school with black 
kids made good on their promise. 

They. yanked their kids out of the public schools and 
enrolled them in private schools. In some cases, long- 
established private schools saw their enrollments 
swell. More often, new. schools were set up, draining 
the public schools of white students. 

Such schools were helped to prosper by getting tax 
exempt status as educational institutions. That meant 
donations to them could be written off as. charitable 
deductions. Without that hidden subsidy from the fed- 
eral Treasury, few of those seg academies could have 
survived. 

In 1970, the Federal courts got into the act. In a case 
that went to the Supreme Court, it was ruled that 
racially” discriminatory private schools were not 
entitled to tax exempt status. 

Some schools lost their exemption,but most con- 
tinued to flourish by making a simple statement that 
they did not discriminate. Those professions of non- 
discrimination were easily seen through -- the absence 
of blacks from faculty and students was proof enough. 

So the IRS drew up a set of regulations that conforms 
to anti-discrimination laws and to court rulings. It-says 
that predominately white schools that were estab- 
lished in a period following public school desegrega- 
tion or whose enroliment grew by ten percent or more 
at that time have to prove they don't discriminate. 

The regulation is really a mild ~ one. The schools 
would have to enroll a modest number of minority st: 
dents. Or they could just prove they are making a good 
faith effort to do so. That's all it takes to keep the 
exemption. 

But that mitd rey regulation has resulted in over 100,000 
letters to the IRS complaining about it. Ithas led.a small 
army of Congfessmen to put pressures on the IRS to 
revoke or modify the regulation. |

A NEED DENIED 


-A DREAM 
DEFERRED? 


-Part One- . 

In January 1975, a bill was introduced in the U.S. 
Congress bearing the names of its great authors-- 
Humphrey-Hawkins. These two great Americans felt that 
it-was ludicrous for-millions of their fellow. Americansto 

‘,be denied the opportunity to work. Both had come to 
realize that part of living is working. To be denied the 
opportunity to work is to be denied dignity and self- 
respect, that is unless one is very wealthy. 

The! seams of American society are visibly frayed and 


~ ripped within our great cities. Millions of needed 


housing units are deteriorated and thousands are 
abandoned regularly; adults and juveniies are 
disregarding taboos and laws and-arecommitting crimes 
against persons and property at an alarming rate; and 
thousands of neighborhoods where people live and 
attempt to raise their families have become wastelands, 
more refiective-of-areas-bombed-out during-the-war than 
locations within a country whose aggregate wealth has 
surpassed ali bounds known to man. 

The major response of our politicians has been to start 
and stop various programs (like an old car chugging down 
the road) designed more to win favor among certain 
voters than to provide lasting solutions to real and difficult 
problems. These programs have achieved some gains and 
they all cost money--money which the tax-payers 
apparently would prefer to see in their pay checks rather 
than in support of “social programs” which, they are 
constantly told, are wasteful: Perhaps this-is why our- 
government establishes goals to meet human needs and 
then abandons those goals before those needs are met. 

-- The American people should realize, however, the - 
tremendous cost—of— building huge —programs—and 
dismantling them with the change of each administration 
in Washington. Who could fathom the cost to any major 
industry if its major plants were disassembled and 
wreassembled with every change of its board chairman. Yet 
‘we will continue to spend billions in response to a 
sickness instead of getting at the root cause until the 
American people understand that there is no substitute 
for a job. 

| fully realize this to be a most complex and difficult 
situation. Yet, who among us expects these issues to be 
resolved by the unemployed? While we sit around the 
table as employed persons, comforted through the sense 
of identity and security it brings, it is easy to reject or 
ignore programs to provide employment opportunities for 
others. 

In some neighborhoods 70 percent of the heads of 
households are unemployed. The unemployment rate for 
black youths is 65 percent. Too many Americans would 
like to believe that “it's not my responsibility” and “there 
would be no poverty and slums if those lazy people would 
get off their backsides and work.” Recent polls have 
indicated that the majority of persons engaged in the so- 
called tax revolt are particularly concerned about the 
amount. of money-spent on welfare and other social 
programs. 

For me, | thank God that my livelihood and that of my 
family does not depend upon the vote of the public. | have 
a job and | believe that all human beings, particularly in 
the United States, should have a right to employment if 
they are willing and able to work. 

The paradox is that those who believe the problem is 
that’people are unwilling to work are also opposed to the 
Humphrey-Hawkins bill for full employment. There are 
those who: insist on a laissez-faire economy and are 
steadfastly opposed to government intervention to bring 
about full employment. In a recent article, Jack Kilpatrick 
quotes Senator John Tower of Texas regarding the 
Humphrey-Hawkins bill-“the bill reflects the same ill- 
conceived, outdated, worn out, tired and stale thinking 
that has brought us to our present economic malaise.” Mr. 
Kilpatrick goes on to say, "Humphrey especially, God rest 
him, had a marvelously naive faith in the wisdom and the 
power of governmental decisions. Nothingin his long and 
lively career ever deflected him from the conviction that 
any problem could be solved if only enough tax money 

» were thrown at it.”
